To the Chairman and Councillors 
Urban District of Driffield. 


Mr. Chairman, Lady and Gentlemen, 
I have pleasure in presenting the Annual Report for 1969. 


The Registrar General's figure for the mid-year population was 6,940, 
an increase of 10 compared with last year. There were 136 live births and 
135 deaths compared with 90 births and 147 deaths in 1968. The adjusted birth 
rate of 20.4 per thousand population compares with the national rate of 16.3 
per thousand. The crude death rate is very high owing to the large number of 
aged persons in the population, but the adjusted rate of 11.1 per thousand 
population is slightly below the figure for England and Wales. 


The causes of death follow the expected pattern, with diseases of the 
heart and circulation and cancer predominating. Nearly one third of the death: 
were due to two diseases known to be associated with cigarette smoking, namely 
lung cancer and ischaemic heart disease. There were 4 deaths of infants under 
one year. 


The sanitary circumstances of the area changed little during the year. 
Water was supplied by the East Yorkshire (Wolds Area) Water Board and was 
satisfactory in quantity and quality. Sewage continued to be treated at the 
Riverhead Sewage Works. 


I wish to draw the attention of the Council to the section of the report 
concerning food hygiene. There are 64 food premises in the town, but it was 
only possible for the Public Health Inspector to pay a total of 61 visits of 
inspection. Few delivery vehicles were inspected, and no visits for inspection 
of poultry were made to the two poultry processing premises. These are seriou 
and potentially dangerous, gaps in the public health service and should concern 
every member of the Council. I am not criticising the Public Health Inspectore 
He carries out as much of this work as is humanly possible. Adequate coverage 
of food hygiene depends on the provision of adequate staff, for which the 
Council is responsible. The Council must decide whether they are pmepared 
to accept the present unsatisfactory state of affairs. 


In presenting this Report I would like to express my thanks to Mr.Barker 
and the staff for their work and help during the year, and also to the Chairman 
and Members of the Public Health Committee for their constant interest and 
support.

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HOSPITAL SERVICES

include clinics for medicine, surgery, orthopaedic surgery, gynaecology, 
paediatrics, oto-laryngology, chest diseases, ophthalmology, psychiatry, 
dermatology, radiotherapy and diabetic. 
Northfield Hospital 

Under the East Riding Group Hospital Management Committee this 
hospital admits patients suffering from chest diseases. 


Castle Hill Hospital, Cottingham 


All cases of infectious diseases in the District requiring hospital 
care are admitted to this hospital which is in the Hull "B" Group Hospital 
Management Committee.

ATER SUPPLY 


Weekly routine samples from the various sources supplying the town 
are taken by the East Yorkshire (Wolds Area) Water Board, and submitted 
for bacteriological examination. The water is satisfactory in quality 
and well protected against contamination. Chlorine is added to all water 
priorto distribution, the North End bore hole accounting for the greater 
part of the consumption and standby supplies coming from the Kilham bore 
hole and the Spellowgate bore hole. The supplies are sufficient in 
guantity. 


Iniaddition five water samples were taken by this Authority from the 
town's mains and found to be satisfactory. 


Two large Poultry Processing Factories are supplied by private bore 
holes. The water is chlorinated and three samples submitted for 
bacteriological examination showed the water to be of satisfactory quality.

Swimming BATHS 


Five routine samples of waterfrom the swimming baths at the Dfiffield 
County Secondary Modern School were obtained and examined at the Public 
Health Laboratory and the results show the water to be safe and well 
chlorinated. Two samples of the bath water were also taken for chemical 
analysis and these provad to be satisfactory.

SEWAGE AND SEWERAGE DISPOSAL 


The town's sewage is treated at the Riverhead Sewage Worke,the 
effluent being discharged into the Canal. Details of the performance 
of the works are to be found in the PublicHealth Inspector's Sewage Works 
Annual Report. Trade effluent charges are made for the treatment of 
Sewage from five premises. 


RODENT CONTROL

Inspections of other food stuffs totalled 16, and in all 4 tons, 
3cwtse and 104 lbs. of food stuffs were condemned, the bulk of this being 
a large quantity of frozen food , when a large local refrigerated warehouse 
closed down. 


Licences were issued to 18 slaughtermen and 4 slaughterhouses were also 
licenced. 


Two complaints regarding foodstuffs were received. No statutory action 
was considered appropriate and warnings were issued. 


Ice Cream 


10 routine samples were submitted for examination. 4 were placed in 
provisional Grade I and 6 in provisional Grade IT. Two manufacturers are 
registered under the Ice Cream (Heat Treatment) Regulations. 


Liquid Ege Pasteurised Regulations, 196 


12 samples of liquid egg were taken under tho above regulations. ‘1 proved 
to be contaminated by salmonella heidelberg, a food poisoning organism. 
8 persons submitted specimens for bacteriological examination, but were not 
found to be infected. A follow-up sample of the liquid egg was taken and 
salmonella typhi-murium isolated. The 8 persons submitted further samples 
for examination but these were found to be clear. A further sample of liquid 
egg was taken and salmonella enteritidis isolated on examination. 
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Extensive investigations were carried out at the Producers premises within 
the Local Authority Area concerned. The local retailer cancelled his 
contraet and the product is no longer being used within the district. 


Food Hygiene General Regulations 


Only 61 visits were able to be made to food premises during the year 
and although it would appear that most traders are conscious of their 
obligations under the Regulations, the public can further help improved 
conditions by only trading at those premises where the best hygiene 1s 
practiced.

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PUBLIC CLEANSING 


A regular weekly collection of household and trade refuse has 
been maintained during the year. 


The two rear loading vehicles gave satisfactory service on refuse 
collection. All refuse was disposed of at the Driffield Rural District 
Council's tip at Hutton Cranswick, where controlled tipping is carried out, 
an arrangement which is extremely convenient and amicably operated. 


Salvage separation is carried on as part of the refuse collection 
and disposal operationse Paper, cardboard, metals and textiles are 
sorted from the general refuse and solde 


A bonus payment system was commenced in April, the bonus paid to the 
refuse collectors brought an increase in the amount of salvageable materials 
disposed of.
